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CONSTITUTION. 

Adopted  at  meeting  held  3rd  December,  1900. 


NAME. 


1.  The"  name  of  the  Society  shall  be  "The 
Natural  History  Society  of  British  Columbia." 

OBJECTS. 

2.  The  objects  of  this   Society  shall  be: 

(a)  To  promote  the  study  of  the  natural 
sciences  and  historical  research,  so  far 
as  they  relate  to  the  Province  of  British 
Columbia. 

(b)  The  collection  of  all  available  data 
in  connection  therewith,  to  act  as  an 
independent  auxiliary  to  the  Provincial 
Museum,  Department  of  Agriculture. 
Department  of  Mines,  and  Library  of 
the    Legislative   Assembly. 

MEMBERSHIP. 

3.  There  shall  be  five  classes  of  members: 
Ordinary,  Corresponding,  Honorary,  Associate 
and   Temporary. 

(a)  Ordinary  members  shall  pay  an  en- 
trance fee  of  $2.50  and  an  annual  sub- 


scription  of  $1.00,  payable  on  or  before 
the    1st    April. 

(b)  Corresponding  and  honorary  members 
shall  be  elected  by  the  Society,  and 
shall  have  all  the  privileges  of  member- 
ship, except  the  right  of  voting  or  of 
holding  office,  and  shall  be  exempt  from 
payment  of  entrance  fees   or   dues. 

(c)  Ladies  elected  as  members  of  the  Soci- 
ety shall  form  a  separate  section,  to  be 
called  an  Associate  Branch,  paying  the 
same  entrance  fees  and  dues  as  ordin- 
ary members,  but.  not  eligible  for  hold- 
ing office  among  the  latter. 

(d)  Temporary  residents,  such  as  officers 
of  His  Majesty's  Services,  and  others 
who  may  be  recommended  by  the  com- 
mittee, shall  be  admitted  on  payment  of 
the  annual  subscription,  but  shall  have 
no  vote. 

4.  No  member  of  the  Society  shall  be  eligible 
as  an  officer  or  committeeman,  or  be  entitled 
to  vote,  if  his  subscription  be  in  arrear  for 
two  years. 

5.  All  candidates  for  membtrship  shall  be 
proposed  and  seconded  at  a  regular  meeting, 
and  be  balloted  for,  as  soon  after  said  meet- 
ing as  the  entrance  fee  of  $2.50  shall  have  been 
paid. 


6.  The  proportion  of  affirmative  votes  requi- 
site for  the  election  of  any  person  shall  be  at 
least    three-fourths  of  the  entire  'ballot. 

7.  A  member  may  withdraw  on  notifying  the 
Secretary,  in  writing,  of  his  intention  to  do 
so,  ami  on  paying  all  sums  due  by  him  to  the 

Society. 

COMMITTEES. 

S.  A  standing  committee  consisting  of  ten 
members,  to  be  known  as  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee of  the  Natural  History  Society  of  Bri- 
tish Columbia,  shall  be  elected  at  the  annual 
meeting,  to  which  committee  may  be  referred 
all  accounts  and  matter*  affecting  trie  financ  s 
of  the  Society,  the  said  committee  to  report 
at  regular  meetings;  and  a'so  to  present  a  sum- 
marized report  in  writing  at  the  annual  meet- 
ing. 

9.  Four  committeemen  shall  form  a  quorum. 

10.  The  committeemen  shall,  within  one 
month,   fill   up   vacancies   in   their   number. 

11.  The  committee  may  appoint  trustees,  in 
whom  all  the  effects  of  the  Society  shall  be 
vested. 

12.  At  any  regular  meeting,  upon  four  weeks 
notice  having  been  given,  as  provided  in  Sec- 
tion 20,  the  formation  of  a  section  dealing 
with  any  branch  of  scientific  study  or  historical 
research    coming    within    the    meaning    of    the 


''objects''  of  the  Society,  as  defined  in  Section 
2  of  this  Constitution,  may,  upon  resolution, 
be  authorized,  and  a  member  of  the  Society 
may  be  selected  by  the  President  to  act  as 
chairman  and  organizer  of  such  section. 

OFFICERS. 

13.  The  officers  of  the  Society  shall  be  elect- 
ed by  ballot  from  the  committee,  and  shall 
consist    of: 

President. 

Two  Vice-Presidents 

Secretary. 

Corresponding  Secretary. 

Treasurer. 

Librarian. 

Curator. 

MEETINGS. 

14.  Regular  meetings  shall.be  held  on  alter- 
nate Mondays,  to  begin  on  the  first  Monday 
of  April,  and  at  such  other  times  as  may  be 
decided  by  the  committee  or  by  a  resolution 
passed  at  a  regular  meeting,  or  at  a  date 
named  in  a  requisition  in  writing  to  the  Secre- 
tary, and  signed  by  five  members  in  good  stand- 
ing, provided  that  the  same,  in  any  case,  shall 
not'  fall  on  a  Sunday  or  a  legal  holiday. 

15.  The  order  of  business  shall  be  as  fol- 
lows : 

(a)  Reading  of  minutes   of  previous   meet- 
ing. 
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ibi   Introduction    of   visitors. 

(c)  Reports  of  committees. 

(d)  I  donations  to  the  Society. 

(e)  Examination  of  specimens, 
(f.)  Proposals  for  membership, 
(g)   Balloting   for   membership, 
(h)   New  and  unfinished  business, 
(i.)   Papers    of    the    evening. 

16.  The  annual  meeting  of  the  Society,  of 
which  at  least  ten  days  notice  shall  be  given, 
shall  be  held  at  the  last  regular  meeting  in  the 
month  of   March. 

IT.  The  business  of  the  annua!  meeting 
shall  be: 

(a)  Reception    of    President's    address. 

(b)  The  presentation  and  considr  ration  of 
the  annual  reports  of  committees  and 
officers,  and  of  any  business  arising 
thereout. 

(c)  Election  by  ballot  of  committee  and 
officers   for   ensuing   year. 

id)  Business  that  may  be  considered  at  a 
regular  meeting  in   its   regular  order. 

18.  After  the  reception  of  the  President's 
address  at  the  annual  meeting,  and  before 
any  other  business  shall  be  taken  up,  there 
shall  be  an  interval  for  the  withdrawal  of 
visitors. 


RULES   OF   PROCEDURE. 

19.  That  the  rules  governing  the  proceedings 
of  this  Society  shall  be,  so  far  as  applicable, 
the  rules  of  parliamentary  procedure  adopted 
by  the  Legislature  of  British  Columbia,  and 
the  Chairman's  decision  shall  prevail,  subject 
to  an  appeal  to  the  members  of  the  Society. 

20.  The  Constitution  shall  not  be  altered  or 
amended  except  at  a  regular  meeting  of  the 
Society,  after  notice  in  writing  of  proposed 
amendment  shall  have  been  posted  in  the 
rooms  of  the  Society  for  four  weeks,  and  such 
alteration  or  amendment  shall  require  the 
affirmative  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  members 
present.
